THE BLAIR EDUCATIONAL 
BILL. 


The of Senator Morgan 
of Alabama, in the United States 
senate upon the Blair Educational 
Bill, demands more than a passing 
notice. Senator Morgan is » rep- 
resentative southern man,a man 
of eonceded ability, aud it is 
strange how he should oppose, 80 
strenuously, a measure that would 
so materially aid in educating the 

ple ot his state. The only rea- 
son for his opposition is in the fact, 
that there are as many Negroes in 
Alabama us whites, xad tuis Bill 
will be a great advantage to the 
Negroes of his stute—they will re 
ceive as much trom the general 
government us the whites, aud in 
course of time will be educational- 
ly the equal of his white neigh- 
bors. Senator Morgan fought fur 
four years to maiutain human 
slaver,, vow that the Negro is free, 
and his equal, he proposes s0 far 
as in him lies, to keep him in ab- 
ject ignoraice, even if at the ex- 
pense of the whites of his state. 

The Blair Educational Bill is a 
wise measure; it is intended for 
the education of the children of 
the Republic, without bardly an 
avy distinction. It very uearly 
recoguizes the brotherhood ol 
mankind; it is this that causes 


sleepless niguts in searching au- 
thorities to show that the bill pro- 
posed is unconstitutional, and 
without warzant in the constitu- 
tion of the land. Senator Jacksou 
of Tennessee, spoke in favor of 
the bill, his speech will live when 
such short sighted men as senator 
Morgan will be lost sight of. Sen- 
ator Jackson belongs tu the Cleve- 
land type ot democra’s; they have 
long since found out that there is 
nothing worthy of imitation in 
the Toombs, Harris and Butler 
school of politics. We hope that 
the bill will pass and b.come a 
law. Ifthe states are unwilling 
or unable to educate the childrin, 
then the gene al yovernment 
should do sv.

THE CONDITION OF THE NE 
GRO SOUTH. 


HoW HE IS PROGRESSING. He FIs 
WORSE OFF Tv DAY THAN HE WAS | 
PRIOR TO EMANCIPATION. 


Dear Editor:—The columns of 
your paper bave been spent for 
sometime discussing the great Ne- 
gro prob.em. Occasionally some 
remarks are made to which many 
persons tdke great exceptions, but 
the testimony of each man must 
be judge! acvording to his oppor- 
tunity of knowing Pe»ple travel 
in the south by different methods, 
and according to the different 
methods, the experience must ve 
different; hence my opinion about 
the condition of the Negro in the 
south. Materially, aud politically, 
the Negro is wo se to day than tie 
was ten years ag), and in saying 
tnis, I have reference tu the mass. 
There are a few wh» have smal! 
homes and som: comiorts, but then 
they are the exceptions, and not 
the rule. In maty places in 
North and Seuth Carolina, men 
who used to hire laborers by the 
day, week and month, and bad 
their own farm ng implemeuts, 
horses and wagons, and rode to 
town, now waik, and are hired 
like they used to nire in the days 
gove by. Low wages, bigh rents 
and heavy liens, bave redaced the 
greater part of the pe ple of the 
south to so low an estate of pover- 
ty and littleness of manhood, that 
they will not arise from their de- 
jectedness, when the next politi- 
cal trumpet blows. 

I know some ascribe who has 
been set free by crossing the wa- 
ters of the Potomac, and walked 
in the new creation of this city, is 
ready to deny what 1s said 1n part, 
because it dues not agree with the 
things he saw when te was south. 
I have no prejudice against the 
south, I am a southerner by birth, 
but for the last ten years have 
been spending my time in other 
climes, and would naturaljy mark 
the difference as was not ten years 
ago. ‘Ihe situation is so dolefal 
until when talking to a crowd of 
persons who were making their 
escape for the land of prow se in 
the fur west, that they said they 
were escaping hell, and if such 
eXp'ession means any thing to me 
it surely means the stute of horror 
and misery in whic our pe ple 
exist, for we caninwt say live. And 
what makes it so g:uling, there is 


no hope of its getting better at any 
edrly date The multiplicity of 


railroads and factories in the 
south does not y it; the solid 
south suppressed Negro votes and 
claimiug their resulie as though 
they were ballotted» will not help 
it. 


The spinning wheels turn ia the 
southern factories, but they bring 
no new hope for the Negro; the 
oi! factories ran, bat even there 
he finds no hope. There is no| 
hope save the nope of laboring 
for three, five and nine dollars 
per month, or forty, and some 
times fifry cents a day, aad board 
himself out of that. This is part- 
ly the cause why so many have 
left this winter for the west. They 
say they cannot worse their con- 
dition if they would try, and it 
comes to pass, that they go west, 
and I go east in search of light. 

Many peovle who go sontn and 
write ubout the condition of thiags 
there, do not put themselves in the 
position to knuw. Tney visit the 
preachers, school tcachers and 
schools; hence what they see, 18 
not ot the whole people. They 
sein the school house the prod- 
uct of great efforts; they see what 
those are doing who can jast 
breathe, bot the condition of the 
whole people, away from the 
towns and cities and railroad sta- 
tions, they know nothing. When 
they go t» see their brotner min- 
isters, as a matter of course, he 
carries them among the best peo~ 
ple of hischu'ch which makes it 
uppear like a!l sunshine, and peo. 


e with their Sunday clothes on. 
Whe vuext train comes along, oft 
they go down the track to thenext 
large city, and repeats the same; 
the cries and agony «f the peo- 
ple be:ween the stations and c tea 
they hear uor, and they are not 
heard or seen until some pvor 
pilgrim hears them, who per 
chances to pass that way on bis 
way tothecity. He whothus trav- 
els, as I have bad to doin par*, for 
the lust fuur months, must tear 
and see without contradiction. 
They : ave ajoy, but then it is 
mingled with deep sorrow. The 
condition is anything else bat 

‘bey can live, but not that life 
of free men, and an outspoken 
mau finds bat little pleasure in 
being south, save in some sections 
of the country. Ages will pass 
away, kingdoms wane aud repub- 
lics change before the condition 
of things will get better. You 
may think and speak lightly of 
the rebuke which the few men et 
Churieston gave the south, if you 
please, but ere long, some timely 
east wind may blow the fire now 
smothered ieueath the ashes into 
aflame. Now as for my cares and 
likes, come that day when it may, 
if that is the order directed by a 
good and kind Provid+nce to have 
condition of th ngs change. Ring 
out the old, and ring in the new, 
and let peace be established. He 
who is disposed to doubt these 
things above mentioned, let him 
step down and do as I have done, 
perm his way in part from 

ashington to Georgia and back, 
sit down and take a retrospective 
view of the things passed under 
bis own observation, and remem- 
ber that each man has his own 
experience and not that of another.

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THEY SAY THAT, or the schools suffer from neglect 


; The inequality in the salaries of 
male and female principals, is an 
injustice to the latter. 


The same results are expected of 
the females that are required of 
the ma-es ; and, yet, the maximum 
salary is not the same. 


Weare nota convert to Woman’s 
Rights, bat we do not believe that 
might makes right. 


Wherever woman is required to 
do the same work that a man is re- 
quired to do, sbe should be given 
the same compeusation. 


There is a “erying necesaity” 
for a vigorous reform in the man- 
agement of our schools, in the 
equalization of salaries, and in the 
matter of theory and practice. 


Practice, as opposed to theory, 
should receive the proper consider- 
ation thatis given it everywhere 
else. 


It is preposterous to assert that 
two years stady of the theory of 
teaching in the normal school, is 
paramount to five or six jears of 
actual practice in school. 


Any teacher who fails to make 
as fair a showing as a vormal grad- 
vate after that length of practice, 
should be summarily‘ relegated to 
the outside. 


There should be a general weed- 
ing out of the ‘‘unsuccessful” teach- 
ers, and their places filled by the 
“successtul” teachers from the 
grades below. 


There should be a less number of 
grades in teachers certificates. 
Two grades are safficient—and 
teachers and principals—and the 
first should embrace all of the 
eight grades, and the second the 
graded schools, the High and the 
normal schools, 


Then promotions could be based 
on the length of practice, consid- 
ered in connection with “success” 
in teaching, and nob upon mere 


paper showings. 


*‘Results” look wonderfully sig- 
nificant on paper, bat are lamenta- 
bly imperceptible in the pupils. 


The bribe to commit ourself to 
perpetual celibacy should be with- 
drawn and theretention of place 
be made to depend on an accepta- 
ble discharge ofthe functions of 
teacher. 


“It is untrue that married wo- 
men are unfitted by the fact, to 
teach children, as the molding of 
character rests entirely with the 
mother and teacher. 


It is argued that when a man 
marries a woman he should be able 
to take care of her and support her 
in idleness ; but should the eflficien- 
cy of the schools be sacrificed by 
such a reasoning’? Why should 
she not be allowed her privilege 
and daty to contribate to the sup- 
port oia family? 


It is not supposed that any man 
who is capable of supporting a 
woman in idleness would desire to 
make his wife the recipient of 
charity; but, how many of the 
young men of today are so situat- 
ed, and bow many couples are pro. 
hibited from marrying by the tact? 


Circumstances figure extensive- 
ly in all matters save love; and, it 
is not, therefore, a crime for a young 
man to love a woman whose condi- 
tion he is likely not able to improve 
or equal by uniting in marriage 
with wer. 


Itisa crime to offer a bribe to 
ignore the impulses of a true and 
bonorable love and to forego the 
results ofsach a love. 


Humanity is prone toeerror, and 
it is, or should be, more desirable 
that the instructors of youth should 
be married.and moral than unmar- 
ried and immoral. 


The bribing of of celibacy is 
an indirect way of bribing immor- 
ality. Women and men were made 
for a specific purpose, and any 
thing that defeats that purpose is 
criminal. 


It would not be a wild statement 
to make, that one balf of the young 
girls engaged as teachers today 
are actuated to teach, not from the 
love of the work or the good ac- 
complished, but solely from a con- 
sideration of the movey derived 
therefrom. 


As a natural consequence the 
schools ot today are filled with 
mechanical dummies ; teachers who 
have not the least interest in the 
work in which they are engaged, 
and, as a natural result, the pupils 
suffer thereby. 


Then the query presents itself, 
whether married women should be 


at the hands of a lot of inexperi- 
enced young girls? 


It is not meant that all young 
women are disinterested in their 
work of teaching; bat, andoubted 
ly, the majority bave no farther 
interest than that which the work 
brings as a‘reward for seeming ser- 
vice rendered. 


There are schools in this District 
which trastees never, and the su- 
perintendent hardly ever, visits or 
pays the least attention to them. 


From the fact that the trustees 
serve without Gompensation and 
have to hustle for their daily pro- 
vender they may possibly be ex- 
cused, but in the case of the saper- 
intendent nosuch excuse exists. 


‘These remarks or expatiations 
are not intended as slanders, but 
as a correctives of the abases fall- 
ing under the observation of one 
avxious that experience and prac- 
tice, and not theory simply, shall 
form the qualificatfdns of teachers.
